OUT BY GENERAL 


PARIS, May 14 (AP)—The 
French government today 
ordered Gen. Raoul Salan to 
take over command of Algeria 
from an insurrectionist junta 
led by a tough paratroop 
officer. 

In its first official action 
since being installed early to- 
day, the new Cabinet of Pre- 
mier Pflimlin also barred all 
public demonstrations through- 
out France and in Algeria 

Salan, commander of all 
troops in Algeria, was ordered 
to take full command in the 
North African colony. from 
paratroop Gen. Jacques Massu. 


Massu set up a military junta’ 
yesterday and demanded that |

President Coty put 
hero Gen. Charles de Gaulle 
at the head of a government 
outside politics. This would be 
a military dictatorship. 

More than 10,000 French 
residents massed on the cen- 
tral plaza to applaud speakers 
who demanded the return of 
De Gaulle to power at the head 
of a government of national 
salvation. 

After cheering for Massu, 
the crowd melted away. Re- 
ports trickling through to 
Paris from official and semi- 


official sources indicated a few | 


stores and restaurants began 
reopening. 

The Cabinet told Salan to 
maintain law and order in the 
Algerian capital of Algiers 
and to guarantee the protection 
of lives and property. 

Emergency Power.

Cabinet handed over full power 


in Algeria to Andre Mutter, 
the new minister for Algerian 
affairs. He took over from

TO GET $50,000 IN 
SOIL BANK FUNDS 


SAN FRANCISCO, May 14 
‘(AP)—San Francisco will col- 
lect $50,000 from the Federal 
Government over the next 10 
years for not farming 334 
acres of watershed land near 
Crystal Springs lake reservoir. 

The Public Utilities Com- 
mission voted yesterday not 
to plant the land again for fear 
of contaminating the reservoir. 
It then signed up for the fed- 
eral soil bank program. 

“I feel sort of morally dis- 
honest in this thing,” Commis- 
sioner Joseph Martin Jr. com- 
mented. 

John Brucato, the P.U.C.’s 
water department land agent, 
assured the commission the 
soil bank authorities were 
fully informed of the facts and 
still wanted the city to sign. 

The land is south of the city 
and the most San Francisco 
ever got from farming it was 
$4000 a year.

A preliminary budget for 
1958 was approved by the coun- 
cil last year but the final re- 
vised budget, based on Mat- 
thews’s new recommendations, 
must be adopted by next Aug. 1.

Four cents of the tax in- 
crease proposed by Matthews 
is in the levy for the county's 
general revenue fund.

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PETRILLO 10. RETIRE 
AS MUSICIANS HEAD 


NEW YORK, May i4 (AP)— 
James C. Petrillo announced 
today he would step out as 
president of the American 
Federation of Musicians next 
month after 18 years in the 
post. He said his physician 
had advised him to “take 
things easy. 

Petrillo. who is 66 years old, 
has been a labor leader for 42 
years.

They still hope to persuade 
President Dicethowes at “it 
is both economically politi- 


cally unwise to wait for an up- 
turn that some economists ex- 
pect this fall. They hope to 
persuade even Robert B. An- 
derson, Secretary of the Treas- 
ury, the leader of those rely- 
ing on the fall upturn. 

James P. Mitchell, Secretary 
of Labor, and Vice President 
Richard M. Nixon are the lead- 
ing advocates of an immediate 
tax cut, the Post-Dispatch 
learned. Their economic advice 
comes largely from Dr. Arthur 
F. Burns, former chairman of 
the President’s Council of ec- 
onomic Advisers. Burns advo- 
cated an immediate tax cut 60 
days ago. 

Dr. Raymond J. Saulnier, 
who succeeded Burns as chair- 
man of the council, was said 
to support the move for an 
early tax cut. Saulnier’s pub- 
lic statements on the subject 
had led to the supposition that 
he opposed an early tax reduc- 
tion. 


Chief Opponents. 


Opposition to the tax cut 
comes mainly from Secretary 
Anderson anc from Secretary 
of Agriculture Ezra Taft Ben- 
son and Postmaster General 
Arthur E. Summerfield, it was 
learned. Former Secretary of 
the Treasury George H. Hum-? 
phrey, a frequent visitor to the 
White House, is also an effec- 
tive opponent of a tax cut. 

Although a small minority, 
those who favor a tax cut take 
some comfort from the fact 
that they were able to per- 
suade the President to propose 
the pending extension of un- 
employment insurance benefits. 
In the Cabinet, only Mitchell, 
Nixon and Secretary of Com- 
merce Sinclair Weeks favored 
the extension. All other Cabi- 
net members are said to have 
opposed it. Marion B. Folsom, 
Secretary of Health, Education 
and Welfare, who announced 
his resignation last week, spoke 
out strongly against the exten- 
sion, because it would mean a 
departure from the actuarial 
basis of the unemployment in- 
surance program. 


The argument for a tax cut 
now is partly economic and 
partly political. 

On the economic side, it is 
argued that the economy still 
is sliding downhill. Although 
an upturn could come in the 
fall, it would be unwise to re- 
ly on this prediction. 

Dim View of ‘Buy Now.’ 


The economy needs a prompt 
injection of purchasing power 
at all levels, an injection af- 
fecting both individuals and 
business, it is contended. Ad- 
vocates of the tax cut pri- 
vately ridicule the exhorta- 
tions to “buy now,” asserting 
that these can be expected to 
have no substantial effect. 


From a political point of 


cut argue that the Administra- 
tion must have a proposal of 
its own or leave the field to 
the Democrats. Tax legislation 
will be introduced to extend 
the 52 per cent corporation 
income’ tax, which otherwise 
expires June 30, and any such 
bill can be expected te be 
amended to cut taxes sub n- 
tially, it is maintained.

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SENATE VOTES 
AND TO CHRONIC 
JOBLESS AREAS 


WASHINGTON, May 14 (AP) 
—The Senate passed and sent 
to the House last night a bill 
making available $375,000,000 


rural areas with chronic un- 
employment.

The bill authorizes $300,000,- 
000 in revolving loans—$100.- 
000,000 each for industrial re- 
development, for rural rede- 
velopment and for community 
facilities to enable an area to 
attract new industry. In addi- 
tion, $75,000,000 in annua! 

ants is authorized for the 

tter purpose. 

President Eisenhower recom- 
mended a bill carrying °$50.- 
000,000 in loans. 

A measure. similar to that 
passed yesterday went through 
the Senate on the day before 
final adjournment in 1956, but 
Was not acted on by the House. 

This year the House Banking 
Committee has held hearings 
on such legislation but has not 
given it a high priority for ac- 
tion.

Sponsors said citizens of ‘the 
distressed areas had exhausted 
their last savings in an effort 
to make up for lost job oppor- 
tunities in their towns. But 
they added that these citizens 
are determined to stay on and 
federal aid may revive the 
economies of the areeas per- 
manently. 

They cited, as typical of the 
depressed areas, communities 
which have lost textile plants 


or railroad shops, coal mining , 


areas hard hit by use of other 
fuels by mechanization, and 
areas where a natural resource 
such as timber has been de- 
pleted. 

Action on Amendments. 

Before the final vote, the 
Senate defeated 59 to 26 an 
amendment to prevent use of 
federal funds to move an in- 
dustrial plant. from one city 
to another. 

The amendment was spon- 
sored by Senator Prescott Bush 
(Rep.), Connecticuft; Who said 
it would strengthen what he 
called a weak anti-pirating sec- 
tion in the bill. 

He said this would make it 
absolutely certain that no fed-'| 
eral money could be used to 
move a plant from one city 
to a distressed area. 

However, Senator Joseph S. 
Clark Jr. (Dem.), Pennsylvania, 
a sponsor of the bill, said it 
was not the intention to move 
any plant when such action 
would cause any unemploy- 
ment at the original site. He 
said the original language made 
this clear. Clark said the Bush 
amendment would hurt the op- 
eration of the proposed pro- 
gram. 

The Senate also shouted 
down an amendment by Sena- 
tor Norris Cotton (Rep.), New 
Hampshire, to deny funds to 
any area which offers special 
tax favors in an effort to in- 
duce industries to move there. 

Senator Paul H. Douglas 
(Dem.), Illinois, opposed it 
with the argument that it was 
an effort by an opponent of 
the bill to drive a cleavage be- 
tween its supporters. 

Agency to Be Set Up. 

The bill sets up an Area Re- 
development Administrator in 
the Housing and Home Finance 
Agency to head up the pro- 
gram. 

The administrator would have 
authority to designate chron- 
ically depressed communities 
as redevelopment areas to re- 
ceive loans and grants, but the 
following industrial cities would 
be eligible automatically: 

Communities with unemploy- 
ment of 12 per cent for one 
year, 9 per cent for 15 of 18 
months, 6 per cent for 18 of 24 
months, or 15 per cent for six 
months, with the latter case at 
the discretion of the adminis- 
trator. 

Rural redevelopment loans 
would go to areas with low- 
income farm families, not to 
exceed 300 counties. 

Interest rates would figure 
about 3'2 per cent under pres- 
ent conditions; they would be 
pegged to Treasury borrowing 
costs. Loans could run 40 years.

The Caracas Incident 


Only the most extreme circumstances could 
have justified President Eisenhower's deci- 
sion to make a show of force for the protec- 
tion of Mr. Nixon in Venezuela. The dispatch 
of troops and Marines to the Caribbean is a 
triumph for the Communist and anti-Amer- 
ican cause such as our opponents could not 
have dared to hope for. 

To end a “good will” tour by the secon 
highest official of the nation with an angry 
display of armed might is to play directly into 
the hands of the Communists, and can be 
excused only if Mr. and Mrs. Nixon were con- 
fronted by the gravest physical danger. 

Was the situation in Caracas bad enough to 
warrant such an extreme step? This question 
cannot be answered until all the facts are on 
the record. President Eisenhower and Secre- 
tary Dulles in deciding to dispatch troops 
may have had information which the public 
does not have. Conceivably those on the spot 
genuinely doubted the ability of the Vene- 
zuelan government to cope with the disorders 
alone. 

Final judgment must be suspended until 
the record is complete. But unless it shows 
that the Nixons were in great and immediate 
peril, then the dispatch of troops to nearby 
Caribbean bases must be conceded to have 
been a major blunder. 

Meanwhile Americans must ask themselves 
with a sense of urgency two questions. First, 
how is it possible for our State Department 
and the CIA, with their far-flung sources of 
information, to be so completely surprised 
by what has happened on the Nixon tour? 
Was there not enough inkling of the serious- 
ness of the threat to warrant taking special 
precautions for Mr. Nixon’s safety or even 
canceling the tour? 


The second question relates to the basic 
causes for the outbursts of anti-American 
feeling that have erupted this week not only 
in Latin America but in Lebanon and Algeria. 

There is no simple and easy way to account 
for these acts of violence against the United 
States and its symbols. There can be no 
doubt that some of them are directed 
by extremists. There may even be a degree 
of Communist co-ordination, timed to embar- 
rass the current efforts in Congress to pass 
the Eisenhower Administration’s mutual se- 
curity legislation. 

At the same time there is sound reason to 
believe that some of those demonstrating 
against the United States reflect a feeling, all 
too widespread, that Washington is not suffi- 
ciently interested in trade and other necessi- 
ties for these countries, in Latin America and 
elsewhere. The current business recession is 
having repercussions overseas, but before the 
economic downturn many countries were 
having trouble raising the dollars, through 
sales, with which to buy machinery and other 
heavy goods desired from the United States. 

The one worst reaction to these anti-United 
States acts would be to draw away from the 
world as a form of reprisal for them. 
There is nothing Moscow wants more than 
a breaking off of friendly relations between 
the United States and other nations. 

But certainly these unhappy events call for 
a searching review of American foreign pol- 
icy. One purpose of a foreign policy must be 
to win friends, and quite obviously our diplo- 
macy as conducted by Secretary Dulles is 
moving in just the opposite direction. What 
is wrong? Congress ought to find out. 


Half Century of City Managers 

Staunton, Va., a pretty town in the Shenan- 
doah country, has made two contributions to 
government—first, as the birthplace of Wood- 
row Wilson, and second, as the birthplace of 
the city manager plan of municipal govern- 
ment. Just 50 years ago Staunton became 
the first community in the United States to 
turn its back on politically conducted city 
government and to put a full-time responsible 
municipal administrator in charge at its City 
Hall. The Staunton experiment went gener- 
ally overlooked for some six years when Day- 
ton, O., in its flood emergency applied the 
essentials of the idea. Since then more than 
1500 communities, from Maine to California, 
including many in Missouri, have adopted the 
plan. The gathering of city managers at 
Staunton for the golden anniversary marks 
the small and quiet beginning of a highly 
beneficial reform. 


Why Check School Vandalism 


A month ago a compilation of some 21 St. 
Louis public schools, broken into by vandals 
over the last year, appeared on this page. 
Last weekend four more public schools were 
forcibly entered. Windows were smashed, 
desks ransacked and class materials strewn 
on floors. These four additions to the already 
much too long list are as follows: 


Attucks Branch No. 2, 2022 Papin. 
Beaumont High, 3936 Natural Bridge. 
Dozier School, 5749 Maple avenue. 
Hodgen School, 2748 Henrietta street. 


As these latest acts of willful destruction 
of public property occurred, a committee of 
the St. Louis Board of Education with Oscar A. 
Ehrhardt as chairman had the problem under 
study. The first question to answer is: Why? 
The second is: What can and should be done 
to stop it? For school vandalism unchecked 
becomes a school for crime. 


Compromise on Euratom 


In the midst of the discussions on whether 
“atoms for war” shall be discussed, “atoms 
for peace” has not become a forgotten phrase. 
Thanks to a change in United States policy, 
agreement in principle has been reached for 
American co-operation with Euratom in its 
plan to build atomic power plants with a ca- 
pacity of 1,000,000 kilowatts by 1961. 

The United States, under the agreement, 
will sell enriched uranium to Euratom with 
payments extended over a period of years. It 
also will try to arrange a loan covering one 


third to one half of the cost of the program, — 


disclosed, but it is understood that Eurat- 
om will be responsible for inspection but 
may invite United States representatives to 
participate. 7 

As a diplomatic display of confidence in 
friendly governments, this should contribute 
to even better relations between the United 
States and the six continental European gov- 
ernments involved. Since the development 
of atomic power is of greater urgency in Eu- 
rope than in the United States, the program 
will be pushed ahead as fast as possible and 
the United States, of course, will benefit by 
knowledge so gained. 

More important than anything else, how- 
ever, is the new meaning given to President 
Eisenhower’s 1953 atoms-for-peace proposal, 
and the possibility that compromise in this 
area may presage a reasonable solution of 
such problems as inspection in other atomic 
activities. 


The City’s Sensible Example 


If the County Council would employ the 
same sensible method for resolving the fluori- 
dation question that was followed by Mayor 
Tucker and the Board of Aldermen, county 
children soon would begin enjoying fluorida- 
tion’s benefits. 


The issue poses technical, scientific ques- 
tions that a layman obviously is not qualified 
to answer. So Mayor Tucker asked the scien- 
tists—a group of the city’s leading physicians 
and dentists—to gather the facts and make 
a recommendation. Excerpts from their re- 
port appear in today’s Mirror of Public Opin- 
ion. They urged immediate fluoridation to 
combat dental decay in children. Mr. Tucker 
in turn recommended that the Aldermen act 
in accord with this scientific advice, and they 
did—to the gain of every child in St. Louis. 

In the county, the Councilmen are talking 
in terms of a referendum—that is, they want 
to eyade their own responsibility. They are 
elected and are paid to seek the best scientific 
advice on an issue of this kind, and then to 
act on it. The report of Mayor Tucker’s com- 
mittee is available to the Councilmen. Need 
we say more? 


Stimulus for Corporations 


Congress will soon have to make up its 
mind on tax reduction, and the case for a cut 
grows with every day of continued economic 
stagnation. 


The best William McC. Martin, Federal Re- 
serve Board chairman, could say in his testi- 
mony before a Senate committee Tuesday was 
that there are some hopeful indicators—not 
conclusive—that the recession is leveling off. 
He carefully declined to note any hopeful in- 
dicators of an upturn. Though Mr. Martin is 
believed to oppose a tax cut, the net of his 
testimony seemed to us to support one. 


Opponents argue that next year’s deficit 
will be- eight to 10 billion dollars at present 
tax rates, and the country cannot risk a deficit 
of 15 billions or more. The answer is that if 
the recession gets worse the deficit will go up 
beyond present estimates anyway. And who 
can really predict whether the long-delayed 
upturn will come next fall or winter, as the 
Administration now hopes? 

Mr. Eisenhower was wrong in betting on a 
March upturn, and he may be wrong in bet- 
ting on one in October or November. Action 
must be based on things as they are, not as 
we hope they will be later. And things as 
they are today do not include a decisive and 
significant upturn. 


If the die is cast finally for tax reduction, 
cutting the excise taxes On automobiles and 
other durable goods would be an excellent 
place to start. Some reduction in the individ- 
ual income tax would also be called for. As 
for corporation taxes, it seems to us Congress 
would do well to leave the present rates un- 
changed and to concentrate instead upon 
some form of fast amortization specifically 
aimed at creating incentives for investment in 
new plant and equipment. 


Much criticism has been directed at the fast 
amortization permitted war-connected indus- 
tries and utilities during and after the Korean 
war. With proper safeguards against abuse, 
however, the principle is economically sound 
and can be usefully added to the Govern- 
ment’s arsenal of anti-recession policies. Fast 
amortization should be permitted only for a 
limited period—when there is a deficit in 
plant investment—and might well be re- 
stricted to those industries, such as durable 
goods, where the deficit is concentrated. 


Over the long run fast amortization causes 
no tax loss at all. Corporations which would 
normally deduct from their income taxes for 
20 years one-twentieth of the cost of a new 
plant built today would be permitted to de- 
duct, say, one-fifth of the cost for five years. 
For the first five years, the corporation’s tax 
liability would be reduced, but for the next 
15 if would be increased. 


Meanwhile the firm would have been in- 
duced to build now, when the country needs 
it, a plant which generates employment and 
purchasing power. These jobs and dollars 
would raise the total level of economic activ- 
ity on which taxes are based, and so contrib- 
ute to offsetting the temporary tax loss result- 
ing from fast amortization. 

The objection can be raised that new plants 
are not needed now, when the recession has 
made idle many of those already built. But 
a new plant which increases efficiency and 
permits reduced costs is always desirable, and 
it is impossible to believe that all our present 
industrial plants are as efficient as they can 
get. Providing incentives for corporations to 
improve their plant and equipment seems to 
us a common-sense way of attacking the re- 
cession, and a much better way of granting 
tax reduction than a general cut in corpora- 
tion rates.

How St. Louis Fluoridated Its Water Supply 


Mayor Tucker Asked for Expert Advice of University Scientists, Then Acted on It 


The fluoridation question now 
before the County Council was 
posed in St. Louis some three years 
ago. When confronted with it, 
Mayor Tucker appointed a Com- 
mittee on Fluoridation to advise 
him. The committee, including 
physicians and dentists from the 
St. Louis and Washington Univer- 
sity medical and dental schools, 
urged immediate adoption of this 
proved public health method for 
attacking dental decay in chil- 
dren’s teeth. Pertinent excerpts 
from the committee’s detailed and 
documented report follow: 


Dear Mayor Tucker: 


Your Committee on Fluoridation 
has considered the matter of fluori- 
dating the water supply of St. Louis 
from the viewpoint. of both efficacy 

and safety. It has 
reviewed the evi-

Death of a Salesman 


In the earlier and more ebullient 
days of the Eisenhower era, an exec- 
utive of Time and Life came to Wash- 
ington with a shining purpose in 
mind. He announced that he was 
going to help “merchandise the liv- 
ing hell out of this Administration.” 
He bent his gift of salesmanship spe- 
cifically to issues of foreign policy, 
operating directly from the White 
House.

The task is the toughest a sales- 


(the exact figure to be determined 
by the Health Department) will re- 
duce the prevalence of dental decay 
to the point that it can be more ade- 
quately controlled by the dental pro- 
fession. 

The Committee therefore recom- 
mends that immediate steps be taken 
to bring about fluoridation of the St. 
Louis water supply. 

Fluorides are present under nat- 
ural conditions in the water of many 
regions in concentrations of 2 to 3 
parts per million higher than those 
recommended for improved dental 
health. (Editor’s note: Concentra- 
tions of about one half of one p.p.m. 
occur naturally in the water in St. 
Louis and St. Louis county.) 

There is no evidence that persons 
living in these regions suffer any ad- 
verse effect or differ in any material 
respect from others except for the 
dental defect known as mottled enam- 
el occurring in varying degree. 

In certain areas where naturally 
occurring fluoride is low, fluoride 
has been added up to approximately 
1 p.p.m. Observations up to eight 
years in duration have revealed no 
deleterious effect. 

There is satisfactory evidence of 
an inverse relationship between the 
natural level of fluoride in the drink- 
ing water and the prevalence of den- 
tal caries in children. This protection 
extends into adult life. 

Similarly the addition of fluoride 
to naturally low-fluoride water has 
been clearly shown to reduce the 
prevalence of caries to a rate com- 
parable to that found in areas of 
higher natural fluoride content. 


There is no evidence that fluorides 
in concentrations up to 1 p.p.m. pro- 
duce any toxic or deleterious effect 
or cause any disease. 

Fluorides ingested in water con- 
taining up to 1 p.p.m are stored in 
minute quantity in the teeth, and 
under certain circumstances may be 
stored, also in minute quantity, in 
other tissue, but there is no evidence 
of harmful cumulative effect. 


There is no evidence of adverse 
effect at 1 p.p.m. upon industrial 
processes. 


In the opinion of this Committee, 
there is no valid scientific argument 
against controlled fluoridation as a 
safe public health measure to bring 
about a reduction in dental decay.

For 13 years he edited 
the American Journal of Oph- 
thalmology. 


Outstanding Awards. 


In 1947 Dr. Post received 
the Lucien Howe medal of the 
American Ophthalmological So- 
ciety for his work in teaching 
and his leadership in study of 
eye diseases. He was awarded 
the Leslie Dana medal for pre- 
vention of blindness in 1949. 

When the Dana medal was 
presented, a speaker called 
attention to Dr. Post's experi- 
ments showing that eye exer- 
cises -had little or no value in 
treatment of myopia; his dis- 
covery that pneumococci in the 
front tissue of the eye could 
be killed by heat, and his de- 
velopment of the diathermic 
treatment for glaucoma. 

Dr. Post was outspoken both 
in advocating high standards 
for his profession and in guard- 
ing against undue interference 


by government. In 1948 he led | 


a campaign against “kick- 

backs” paid to some eye doc- 

tors by optical manufacturers 

or retail opticians.

Born tn St. Louis, Dr. Post 

was the grandson of the Rev.

Black bass and jack salmon 
(walleye) become fair game in 
Missouri on Memorial day, May 
30. Ali fish except these two 
species, are legal the year 
round in all waters, subject to 
certain limits as outlined by 
the Wildlife Code of Missouri. 
Limits for black bass are six 
daily, 12 in possession; for jack 
salmon, four daily, ‘eight in 
possession. The _ possession 
limit of all game fish, exclusive 
of crappie, shall not exceed 30 
in the aggregate. 


| Float fishermen seldom pa- 
tronize the streams until the 
black bass and jack salmon 
angling is open. Good string- 
‘ers of warmouth bass, goggle- 
(eye, bluegill, and sunfish are 
|easily attained by fly rod fish- 
‘ermen but black bass are pre- 
ferred by most float fishermen. 
| The catch of the smaller pan- 
'fish breaks the monotony of 
' the float and shortens the time 
between strikes of the heftier 
‘and harder fighting bass. The 
| spinning lures will also attract 
these smaller fish. Bait casters 
who use large plugs seldom 
creel sunfish or bluegill be- 
cause black bass and jack sal- 
mon are their objective. They 
do not consider panfish worthy 
of their casting efforts. 

Black bass are divided into 
three species—the largemouth, 
Kentucky, and the smallmouth. 
In many areas of the Ozarks 
the largemouth is known as 
“linesides”’ The dark colora- 
tion of the largemouth lies in 
irregular blotches below the 
lateral line The Kentucky 
bass is not readilv recognized 
by many anglers although it is 
a fairly common member of the 
bass family. In fact, it was not 
until 1927 that it was recog- 
nized as a separate species of 
bass. It can be identified by 
the evenly arranged dark spots 


in alternate rows below the 
dark lateral line. 

A Real Tiger. 
| The smallmouth bass has 


Many nicknames—bronzeback, 
sand bass, gold bass, redeye, 
'tiger bass, and many others. 
| The angler who named this 
‘fish “tiger” was evidently not 
thinking of coloration but fight- 
ing ability. It is a veritable 
tiger when fighting for free- 
dom and no other freshwater 
fish has the stamina, endur- 
ance, or strength of this cham- 
pion. 

Jack salmon is not a salmon 
at all; it is more commonly 
called walleyed pike in 
northern states. It does not 
belong to the pike family: it is 
actually a walleyed perch. The 
confusion it creates in names is 
minor compared with the con- 
,fusion it brings about when it 
savagely strikes a deep-running 
‘plug. These fish are bottom 
feeders and are seldom taken 
on a shallow-running or a sur- 
face plug. A close relative of 
the jack salmon is the sauger. 
They are found throughout 
Missouri and the adult sauger 
is a smaller fish than the adult 
jack salmon 

Because the May 30 open- 
ing of the black bass and

day, many anglers will arrange | 
a 3-day fishing trip. Weather 
conditions to date have been 


unsettled and most of . the 
streams have been flushed and 
murky. If these conditions con- 
tinue. the use of artificial 


‘lures will be out of the ques- 


tion and only ‘ive bait can be 
used successfully. ; 

Still fishing with live baits 
attracts a greater percentage 
of anglers than does the arti- 
ficial lures method. Creel cen- 
sus checks shdéw live bait’ is 
used by from 60 to 70 per 
cent of the anglers. However, 
a larger number of fish are 
taken by artificial lures than 
by live bait when the number 
of anglers using both methods 
is tabulated. 

Smallmouth bass are “suck- 
jers” for surface lures. A well- 
placed popping bug, handled 
by an adept fly fisherman, or 
a floating propellor-type plug 
when placed in favorite small- 
mouth habitat, will produce re- 
sults where deep-running lures 
will fail. This is especially 
true in early May and June 
fishing. When the hot months 
of July and August arrive the 
fish lie deep and are. often 
attracted by a lure that goes 
down to the deeper reaches. 


They’re Not Finicky. 

“Mr. Linesides” and_ the 
“Kentucky Colonel” are notso 
choosy. When they are in a 
feeding mood they will snap up 
almost any morsel tossed their 
way. Black flies and spinner 
combinations, plus a pork rind, 
are particularly effective for 
largemouth and Kentucky bass. 
Spoon-type lures are gaining 
favor on the spring-fed Mis- 
souri streams and on the im- 


poundments. 
The Missouri streams and 
lakes will be crowded. with 


anglers when the season opens. 
Many of the swift streams. 
such as the Current and Eleven 


Points rivers, are dangerous 
for the amateur  boatmen 
whose experience has been 


confined to placid streams or 
lakes. Motor boat playboys will 
pull a wide-open throttle while 
passing other craft. Boats will 
be overloaded by the foolhardy

Compton's views, which re- 
peated his opposition to end- 
‘ing nuclear testing, were ex- 
pressed in a letter to United 
States Senator Stuart Syming- 
ton (Dem.) of Missouri. 

“IT favor a vigorous extension 
of the American work needed 
| to enable our nation to use 
nuclear explosives effectually, 
for either military or peaceful 
purposes. To the best of my 
knowledge, this agrees with 
Compton wrote 


the Senator. 

Compton, now distinguished 
service professor of natural 
philosophy, won the Nobel 
' Prize in physics in 1927. He 
had a leading part in develop- 
ment of the first atomic bomb 
in World War II. 

“It would be a tragedy for 
the world and a major hazard 
for America,” Compton said, 


“if our nation should reduce 


the effectiveness of its nuclear 
armament without firm assur- 
ance that Russia is not left in 
a position to exercise military 


' dominance over its neighbors.” 


Compton argued that if the 
United States were induced to 
make nuclear arms ineffective. 


‘there would remain nothing to 
| prevent Russia’s massed armies, 


tanks and aircraft from taking 


control of Europe, Asia and 
parts of Africa 
America’s nuclear weapons, 


he said. are the key strength 
of NATO and to world defense 
against Communist invasion. 
Russia, he sgid, has a great 
interest in reducing America’s 
nuclear power. 

Compton's basic reason for 
advocating that the tests con- 
tinue, he said in his letter, is 
that “I do not see how we can 


be confident that our weapons 


are adequate for defense unless 
tests continue to be made.” 

For some time Compton has 
been in disagreement with a 
large group of Washington Uni- 
versity physicists, chemists, 
physicians and other scientists 
who have called for American 
leadership to obtain interna- 
tional agreement for ending 
nuclear tests. 

Last May Linus Pauling, No- 
bel prize-winning chemist at

Days of Glory as 


Western Union Boy 


A WESTERN UNION BOY got in the elevator with me 
the other morning—memory’s cogs went spinning and, for 
a second or so, I remembered how it was to be 16. 

The feeling vanished swiftly, as such feelings always 
do, but it left a faint 
residue of longing, and a 
certain regret that West- 
ern Union boys don’t look 
or act as they ysed to. 

Just out of curiosity I 
called Western Union and 
asked how long ago the 
company took its kids out 
of uniform, and why. 

“It was back during 
World War II,” the man 
said. “The war, with all 
the shortages, was the 
reason.” 

Well, I, for one, still 
miss those uniforms and 
remember with what vast 
pride they were worn. 

The pre-war brand of 
W. U, messenger was in- 
deed something. Never in 
two hitches in the Army 
did I ever stand as rig- 
orous inspection as the daily inspections undergone as a 
Western Union messenger. 


This was back in 1936, in Memphis, and 
messengers were neat, disciplined, hard -riding 
craftsmen with pride in their outfit and with the 
stamina of bullocks. Such a job was hard to come 
by in those depression days, and the lucky kid 
who landed one was an envied aristocrat. 


For instance, not a boy’s bike in Memphis had a seat 
on it. Why? Because the messenger boys started the style— 
we said it was because no seat kept you constantly on your 
toes and alert in city traffic. But I think it was mostly 
just an affectation. Anyhow, no boy in town would have 
been seen in public with a seat on his bike. 


A MESSENGER’S JOB was quite educational. One - 


learned much fast, to survive. 

One could study about good and evil by looking across 
Front street from the Federal Narcotics Bureau window at 
the places where marijuana was sold for two bits the two 
sticks. 

One could mull over virtue and sin by the nickel 
tip from the jeweled dowager and the unvarying half buck 
from the scarlet ladies down on Mulberry. 

One swiftly learned the value of a buttoned lip and 
a wary step around the opposition—one hard-knuckled belt 
from a Postal Telegraph lad with no sense of humor ham- 
mered this point home. 

We had a full-length mirror in the locker room. Every 
boy studied himself closely, before facing the equivalent 
of a top sergeant. Shoes better sparkle, leggings better be 
saddle-soaped, belt polished, uniform creased, hat at the 
exact proper angle. There was a sharply limited tolerance 
of alibi—sloppiness got you fired .out of hand. 

The outfit took pride in its toughness. They even 
watched the way you sat, while awaiting your “out,” your 
turn, You got paid by the zone and by the trip—and you 
pedaled fast. You never pedaled fast enough, of course, to 
satisfy the man at the desk—but all his harassing finally 
got to be rather enjoyable somehow; a nice, deep, mutual 
hatred existed. 


The deep dread most people have of telegrams 
was never explained to anybody's satisfaction, Why 
must people assume that any news is bad news? 
It was bad news sometimes, of course, and I still 
hate to think of the way a face can crumple over a 
yellow piece of paper. 


Faces exulted, too, and that was fine when the news 
was good—and most of the news was good, evidently. 
People have various reactions; one I never did quite figure 
out. I had taken this telegram to a business man in the 
Falls building, and’ was waiting to see if he wanted to 
write a reply. 


HE STUDIED the message at length. Fastidiously, he 
tore it up, made a little pile of the pieces. “My boy,” he 
said, sedately, “never buck a house game, always cut the 
cards, never play with a stranger's dice, and always, always 
steer clear of red-headed women.” 

“Thank you,” 

“You are most welcome.” 

The brokers in the Cotton Exchange building were a 
free-handed bunch of gamblers, and currency was stacked 
up like the autumn leaves when their hallway crap game 
got under way. This was a choice assignment, running 
errands for the cotton men, who were forever running out 
of refreshments. A boy could come away rich beyond the 
dreams of avarice, for like all gamblers they were generous 
men. 

When you finished a day you knew you had been 
working. But you didn’t loosen your necktie or roll up 
your sleeves—not as long as you had the uniform on. When 
you left the locker room in civvies you could be as untidy 
as you cared to—but, by golly, not during duty hours. 

It was fine and free and delicjous to lug home a pay 
envelope, to think over the things you saw each day, to 
swagger a little when the striplings of 1542 would say in 
awe, “He’s a Western Union messenger.” 

Indeed, it was nice to remember—if only for a second 
~—-how 16 was. But I do sort of wish they would bring those 
uniforms back. Today's kids, I fear, are missing something.

On Turning Failure Into Success | 


By Eleanor Roosevelt 


NEW YORK, May 14. 


ANYONE READING the 
biographies of successful busi- 
ness and professional men will 
find that they made serious 
mistakes but that it was their 
ability to face these mistakes 
and use them as lessons which 
eventually made them wiser 
than other men. 

And so the words of Peter 
Volid, chairman of the board 
of the King Korn Stamp Co., 
the nation’s third largest pre- 
mium stamp firm, should have 
a special meaning for the great 
many young men who find 
themselves easily discouraged 
when they encounter failure. 

The words are from a speech 
by Mr. Volid at the eleventh 
annual presentation of awards, 
sponsored by the American 
Schools and Colleges Associa- 
tion, in recognition of out- 
standing Americans who have 
risen from humble beginnings 
to outstanding success in their 
respective fields. 

One of these awards went to 
Mr. Volid. ; 


“One must also not be 
afraid of failure,” Mr. Volid 
said, “for it is only through 
failure that one can learn

and profit by his mistakes. 
if you refuse to ‘stretch 
yourself’ and hence run the 
risk of failure, you can never 
grow. 


“The only fact that must 
be remembered is that after 
failure, you must recognize 
your mistakes and try again, 
the next time avoiding the 
pitfalls of the last experi- 
ence.” 


In giving his formula for 
success, Mr. Volid said: 

First, decide what your ob- 
jectives and goals are; second- 
ly, make a realistic study of 
what it takes in the way of 
sacrifice and real hard work 
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to realize these goals, and, 
thirdly, pursue these goals 
with an unswerving persistence. 
He went on to say: 


“If a youth can apply this 
simple formula, there is no 
limit to what he or she can 
achieve. America today is in 
the throes of an industrial, 
business and commercial, and 
scientific revolution that has 
known no equal in days gone 
by. , eee 
“And to the ambitious youth, 
who is not afraid of the time- 
tested technique and persistent 
application of effort, there is 
no direction to go but up—up 
to greater heights than was 
heretofore possible by our- 
selves and our predecessors.” 


Mr. vVolld’s formula for 
success may not bring to 
everyone the same great fi- 
nancial returns that have 
come to him, but it will 
bring satisfaction and the 
compensation of knowing 
that a job has been well done 
in whatever field a young 
man ghooses to work. 


I think all young men and 
boys should be encouraged to 
read biographies and auto- 
biographies of men who have 
gone before them and have 
managed to turn failure into 
success.

Before anyone gets angry, let us explain it was not 
our intention to kill the goat. In order to understand what 
happened you must know a little about Polish highways. 


THERE IS VERY LITTLE motorized traffic on Polish 
roads. There are plenty of horse-drawn wagons, a few 
cows, occasional geese, dogs and no one knows how many 
people on foot. Trying to maneuver a large car between 
all these hazards is a very difficult and dangerous thing. 
The odds are that you're bound.to hit something. On the 
outskirts of a little town 50 kilometers from Cracow it was 
our turn. A goat decided to cross the road at the exact mo- 
ment that we drove by. 

John, the chauffeur, didn’t see it until it was too late, 
and so as it must to all goats, etc., etc.... 


: There is no set price for killing a goat in Po- 
land. When we walked back to the scene of the 
accident a small crowd had already gathered with 
the owner in the center. In German we told them 
that any fair price the crowd set on the goat, we 
would pay. They discussed it amongst themselves 
and concluded 200 zlotys ($8) was acceptable. The 
owner was in agreement, and we paid on the spot. 


John was very upset, and we tried to cheer him up 
by pointing out that it was much cheaper than killing a 
horse. But he felt so bad he kept the windows at half 
mast all the way to Warsaw. 


WE DIDN’T KILL anything else (except several bottles 
of vodka) for the rest of the time we were in Poland. 
Friends who had traveled on the same roads couldn't be- 
lieve our entire bag for the trip was just one goat. “With 
that car,” they said, “you should at least have gotten two 


cows.” It was the first time the Imperial let us down.

In fact, one of the features 


of the forty-ninth Mississippi 
Valley Kennel Club all-breed 


dog show, to be held.at Wash- 
ington University this coming 
Sunday, will be a special Shet- 
land sheepdog show, the larg- 
est ever held in the United 
States. 

Shetland sheepdog fanciers 
from all over the country will 
be there. There will be more 
than 100 prize-winning dogs, 
which will be quite a showing 
for a dog that hasn't been 
recognized too long as a breed 
and which, until a few years 
ago, most people took for an 
under-sized collie.

Martial Singher---"Met’ Baritone 
Who Wanted to Be a Professor

NEW YORK, May 14. 


MARTIAL SINGHER, bari- 
tone star of the Metropolitan 
Opera calls himself “a sort of 
made-over schoo] teacher.” 

Internationally known as an 
operatic and concert artist, 
Singher will appear with the 
Metropolitan Opera Company 
in St. Louis tomorrow as the 
High Priest in “Samson and 
Delilah.” 

He intended originally to be- 
come a college professor. It 
took two French cabinet min- 
isters to change his mind. 

Born in the small town of 
Oloron-Sainte-Marie in the 
Basque country of France, 
Singher was about to graduate 
at the age of 23 with the title 
of professor of literature from 
the Ecole Normale Superieure 
de Saint-Cloud, when he sang 
in a concert given by the 
school. In the audience were 
the music - loving statesmen 
Edouard Herriot and Paul Pain- 
leve, ministers of public in- 
struction and war, respectively. 
They urged Singher to forget 
about teaching and take up 
singing as a profession. 

Although he-+had had little 
training, Singher, (pronounced 
Sang-gar) won admission to 
the Paris Conservatoire after 
being graduated from the 
Ecole Normale with the high- 
est honors of the year. At 
the famous Paris Conserva- 
toire, he studied voice, stage 
technique and repertory. 

In quick succession Singher 
won the Conservatoire’s first 
prizes for both grand and light 
opera singing. At the age of 
26 he received its highest 
honor, the Grand Prix Osiris 
de I'Institut de France, for his 
performance as Iago in the 
second act of Verdi's “Otello,” 
which he had prepared as his 
last assignment as a student. 


outdoor complexion, said that 
she and Mr. Hoch fell in love 
with Shelties the first time 
they saw one, which was at a 
dog show back in 1938.

The breed originated, Mrs. 
Hoch explained, on the Shet- 
land. Islands, where they were 
used as sheep dogs. Nobody 
knows exactly why they are so 
small, but in has been assumed 
that the meager living pro- 
vided on the rocky land of the 
Shetland Islands had some- 
thing to do with it. 

The dogs were later imported 
to Scotland, for use as work 
dogs, and the Scots set about 
to improve the breed. In 1909 
they were officially recognized 
by the English Kennel Club, 
which is the equivalent of be- 
ing listed in DeBrett, hut not 
until 1914 were they separately 
classified as Shetland sheep- 
dogs instead of‘ Shetland col- 
lies.

Three 
weeks later Singher made his 
memorable “Pelleas” debut at 
the Metropolitan, a perform- 
ance that made New York mu- 
sical history. 

Two days after his first “Pel- 
leas” at the Metropolitan, Sin- 
gher gave the first of his many 
New York song recitals at 
Town Hall and soon came his 
first coast-to-coast tour. 

He has made guest appear- 
ances with the St. Louis Sym- 
phony Orchestra and other mu- 
sical organizations throughout 
the United States. Last sea- 
son, he starred in 28 perform- 
ances at the Metropoiltan and 
in 12 during the season just 
ending. 

Constantly in demand for re- 
citals, he has also added teach- 
ing—his first love—to his 
heavy schedule. Btsides con- 
ducting master classes in sev- 
eral colleges and universities, 
he is an instructor of voice 
and interpretation at the Cur- 
tis Institute in Philadelphia and 
the Mannes College of Music 
in New York, and in the sum- 
mer at the Marlboro School of 
Music in Vermont.

Davey had 
the air of a dog who was well 
aware of that. 

The Hochs do all the kennel 
work themselves, usually get- 
ting up at 6 o'clock in the 
morning to start the day with 
a round of food and water and 
kennel cleaning. They go to 
aS many as two dozen shows 
a year, taking from two to six 
dogs. They travel in a station 
wagon with the dogs in the 
rear-end in traveling crates, 

In addition, Howard Hoch is 
a licensed judge and he spends 
a good part of each year judg- 
ing at shows. He is qualified 
as a judge of collies, Shelties, 
Labrador retrievers and Dach- 
shunds. To qualify as a judge 
you have to have had several 
years experience as a breeder 

a 


and pass a stiff written exam- 
ination for the American Ken- 
nel Club. 

Breeding Shelties is an ex- 
pensive hobby. A good pup, 


with show dog possibilities, 
Mrs. Hoch said, costs about 
$150. Feed, travel and other 


things keep the bill high, and 
even though you may get a 
good price for your pups, the 
hobby falls far short of paying 
for itself. Their only consola- 
tion is that Shelties are light 
eaters. They eat about a third 
as much as the Hochs’ collies 
used to eat. 

While the Hochs are glad to 
see the Sheltie getting more 
recognition these days, they 
really don't care to see them 
become a craze, or even very 
popular. 

“When a dog becomes pop- 
ular, it runs the risk of being 
ruined as a breed,”’ Mrs. Hoch 
explained. “The pups are in 
demand, and there is no selec- 
tive breeding. Instead you 
have a lot of what we call 
‘backyard breeding.’ I think 
it ruined the boxer, and in the 
past five years you can see the 
effects of popularity on the 
poodles.” 

The Hochs will be taking 
seven dogs to the show at 
Washington University’s Fran- 
cis Field this weekend, and 
Mrs. Hoch was getting ready 
for the job of grooming them. 
Sometimes she gives them a 
bath in warm water and liquid 
detergent. This is followed by 
intensive grooming and comb- 
ing to restore the sheen to 
their long, double coats.

I agree to that. When children draw lines on 
paper, make squiggles and see them as forms of 
what is in their minds it is best to see what they 
see. That encourages them to keep on with their 
experiments. As they grow they begin to see what 
ethers do and they are inspired to de even better. 
This, provided nobody laid hands on their work 
and confused them. When a child’s crooked out- 
line is a chicken for him, let it be. Trying to show 
him how to draw one in mass and perspective will 
completely discourage him, even scare him away 
from: making any attempt. 


This principle of hands off children’s work should 
be respected all the way through his learning time. When 
he is ready for the next step in any direction he shows he 
is Sd then it is time to offer help and advice and in- 
struction. Even then one must not take his work over, 
must not draw on his drawing, must not model on his 
elaéy¥, must not rewrite his composition. Let his creative 
work stand on its own. In time he will master the tech- 
niques he needs.
